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REMARKS 

This responds to the Office Action mailed on May 5, 2004. Claims 3, 4, 5, 9, 12, 17, 19, 
21, 25, 26 and 28 are amended and claims 1, 2, 15, 16, 23 and 24 are canceled. As a result, 
claims 3-14, 17-22 and 25-30 are now pending in this application. Reconsideration of the claims 
is respectfully solicited. 

§ 102 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 1, 2, 15, 16, 23 and 24 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(a) as being anticipated 
by Rau et al, "Code Generation Shcema for Modulo Scheduled Loop 11 , The 25th Annual 
Symposium on Microarchitecture, Vol. 23 (1)(2), (December 1992), pp. 158-169. Claims 1, 2, 
15, 16, 23 and 24 have all been canceled thereby obviating the rejection. 

§ 103 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 12-14 were rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rau et al. 
in view of D'Sa et al. (U.S. 6,151,671). Claims 12-14 have been amended to depend upon an 
allowed claims thereby obviating this rejection. Reconsideration of claims 12-14 is respectfully 
solicited. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 3-11, 17-22 and 25-30 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but were indicated to be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claims 3-14, 17-22 and 25-30 have all 
been rewritten in either independent form with all the limitations of the base claim and all 
intervening claims, or to depend upon an allowable claim. Reconsideration of the claims is 
respectfully solicited.
